LETTER FROM SENATOR MASON.
To the Editor of the '' Winchester Virginian."
The question has been frequently put to

me, what position will Virginia occupy,
should the Ordinance of Secession be reject¬
ed by the people at the approaching elec¬
tion ? And the frequency of the question
may bean excuse for giving publicity tu the
answer.
The Ordinance of Secession withdrew the

State of Virginia from the Union, with all
the consequences resulting from the separa¬
tion. It annulled the Constitution :ind the
laws of the United States, within the limits
of this State, and absolved the citizens of
Virginia, from all obligation of obedience to
them.
Hence it follows,.it this Ordinance be

rejected bv the peop e, the Suite of Virginia
will remain in the Union, and the people of
the State will remain bound by the Consti¬
tution of the United States.and obcdience
to the Government and the laws of the Uni¬
ted States, will be fully and rightfully en¬

forced against them.
It follows, of course, that in the war now

carried on by the Government of the United
States against the seceded States, \ irginia
must immediately change sides, and under
the ordere of that Government turn her arms
against her Southern sisters.
From this there can be no escape. As a

member of the Union, nil her resources of
men and money will be at once at the com¬

mand of the Government of the Union.
Again: For mutual defence, immediately

after the Ordinance of Secession passed, a

treaty, or "military league," was formed by
the Convention, in the name of the people
of Virginia, with the ''Confederate States"
of the South. by which, the latter were

bound to march to the aid of our State,
against the invasion of the Federal Govern¬
ment. And we hf'..ve now in V irginia, at

Harper's Ferry, and at Norfolk, in lace nl
the common foe, several thousand of the
gallant sons of South Carolina, of Alabama,
of Louisiana, Georgia and Mississippi, wlu
hastened to fulfil the covenant thev made,
and are ready and eager to lay down theii
lives, side by side with our sons, in defence
of the soil of Virginia.

If the Ordinance of Secession is rejected,
not only will this "military league" be annul¬
led, but it will have been made a trap, tc

inveigle our generous defenders into the
hands of their enemies.

Virginia remaining in the Union, duty,
and loyalty to her obligations to the Union,
will require, that those Southern forces shall
not be permitted to leave the Suite, butshal
be delivered up to the Government of the
Union: and those who refuse to do so, will
be guilty of treason, and be justly dealt will;
as traitors.

not been delayed by indiiferencc or lack of
a proper appreciation of her responsibility
in this crisis. Her citizens, for the most

part, comprise men of a cool, calm, calcu¬
lating temperament.men of found common
sense, who take rational views of all mat¬

ters, whether of individual or of public in¬
terest.men guileless iu their own motives,
and slow to suspect the actions of others.

They were for a long time loth to believe
that the degeneracy of the Northern people
had ao far advauced, and the fanaticism of
their loaders become so intensified, as thus
HOun to culminate in a perfidious crusade by
those people against the right* and liberties
of the South. We have been of those who
were most hopeful that reason and sound
policy, to say nothing of common justice,
would have dictated a different course from
that which the Lincoln Government has seen

lit to pursue. :

I have said this much by way of apology
for the apparent tardiness of our people.
Whan the ba*e treachery of Lincoln and
his miserable junto of counsellors left no

hope for a peaceful settlement, there was no

longer delay iri our midst. For the last
three or lour weeks, our people have been
tireless in their movements towards defen¬
sive preparation. They are now fully
aroused. Th :re is no division of sentiment
to embarrass their operations. All are ani¬
mated with a spirit of determined resis¬
tance to Northern vandalism. Our old men

vie with the young and middle aged in ex¬

pressing their ready purpose to resist to the
death any effort made to subjugate the
South. Many of the boys, those too young
to be brought under the requisition of law,
have volunteered in spite of parental remon¬

strance. and donned the paraphernalia of
soldiers.
An efficiont Home Guard lias been formed,

under command of Col. E T. Tayloe.
The Volunteer Comp.iny, recently organi¬

zed. has been fully armed and equipped,
and is now ready fur active service.
The militia of the county has also receiv¬

ed arms, and are regularly drilled.
A Cavalry Company is now forming, with

a fair prospect of soon becoming l'uily or¬

ganized. Let it be understood that our old
county is no longer behind the times.
The Mi'TitrosH Guards, under command of"

Capt. Wharton, arrived here yesterday af¬
ternoon, on their way to King George C. 11.,
where they will remain quartered to await
orders. 1>.

Tits United States Ar-en.u, at St. Lou¬
is..A citizen of St. Louis, thus describes
the Federal Arsenal at that city, now occu¬

pied by Government troops.regulars an i
volu nteers:
"Our Arsenal is by long odds the largest

and finest in the United States, and surpas¬
ses other public depositories of arms as far
as Fortress Monroe excels all other fortified
pests, lis walls are ten teet high and thnre
feet thick, of massive limestone, and enclose
thirty-eight or tortv acres of betiuliluliy
sloping land, extending from Carondelet av¬

enue to the Mississippi. In grass, and tree-,
and nicely arranged paths and walks, it
equals any gentleman's park I have ev«-r

seen. The foundries and store houses, sol¬
diers' barracks, hospital and prison house,
powder magazine, dragoon Ptablos and offi¬
cers' ihvell'ngs, with tlieir handsome yards
and gardens, malte up a perfect village in
.-ize. These buildings are of elegant archi¬
tectural designs and proportions, and even
the nentrv buses are constructed iu a taste¬
ful arid ornamental manner.
The grounds are drained bv sewers run¬

ning to the river, and abound in wells of
I clear, pure water. The whole Arsenal pro-
perty is worth to the Government at the
least, calculation, three million of dollars,
and it is in such a complete state of defence
that r« 11 the Secessionists iu Missouri culd
not take it. and would not dare attack it..
At nearly all available point* earthwork*
have been thrown up. and are mounted with
columhiads and mortars. A huge new bwil-
ding just outside of the main gate, on'Ca-
rondelet avenue, is occupied by two compa-

j nies of regulars, who have constructed a

strong earthwork, topped with sand bags,
! and mounted with formidable pieces of ord¬
nance. Other elevated positions, some of
them a quarter of a mile from the Arsenal,
a-e occupied by volunteers as outposts, and,
if need he, will be entrenched and mounted
with cannon."

BRITISH COLONIAL OPINION OF THE WAR
IN AMEBICA.

Civil war has fairly commenced in tbe Uni¬
ted States of America: and he must be con¬

sidered a bold mau who would venture to

predict where it will end. The Southern
Confederate States, mistaking forbearance

freedom,* law aud order now imporiled
through treason,'* We can well imagine1 thpj
dismay with which the secessionists must
have been seised, upon receiving intelligence^
of the response which was given to Presi¬
dent Lincoln's proclamation calling out the^
militia.

The blood spilt at Baltimore had the effect
of rousing the men of the North to fury,
and they are m w eager to bo led uufc*
that they may take vengeance upon the bar¬
barism and inhumanity that could thus wan¬

tonly sacrifice the lives of their fellow citi-=
./.ens. Altogether, the passions which have
been aroused on both nides, must awaken
the most painful apprehensions that the con¬

flict will be indeed a fierce and bloody one.

That good.great good.to tho cause of free¬
dom, and humanity, and civilization,, and
religion, will ultimately come out of this ter-,
rible collision, we have not the slightest
doubt; but even in the confident anticipation
of those ulterior and important benefits to
our race, and iu the presence of that impos¬
ing display of a pure and ardent patriotism
which the free States now present to the ad¬
miring gaze of mankind, we cannot but deep¬
ly deplore that cruel necessity which has
made a resort to arms inevitable, awakened
such iierv* passions, and arrayed against each
other in ho-tile array those 'who only six
months ago dwelt as countrymen and breth¬
ren under rhe aigis of the same protecting
power. ^

ble conflict are amply supplied with the si¬
news of war, and both parties appear to be
animated by a hatred of each other that
Frenchman and Englishmen never display¬
ed during long years of hitter welfare.

The
history of America during the past six
months wili certainly seem a thing incred¬
ible to future generations.
